The Governor- General has not been 
very courteously treated by the Conser- 
vative Press oi' British Columbia. The 
polito Mr, DeCosraos writes ol him as 
the "Vice-Regal Spy," and represents 
him in his paper the 'Standard,' as mak- 
ing an attempt Mo hoodwink -and bilk 
the people in the name of royalty.'

tis himself, a humbug, and a coarse 
and clumsy one at that.— Prince Ed- 
ward's Island Patriot. 

"What Crops to Leave in the Soil.— 
Many farmers are rather slow to learn 
that what they take out and off of the 
soil in the form of a crop must be paid 
back the soil, or it becomes greatly 
impoverished. Ignorance of or indiff- 
erence to this great law of naturo has 
caused so many worn out, worthless 
farms throughout the country, and it is 
high time farmers should begin to 
realize that they must pay back what 
they get from their soil, or else bo con- 
demned as murderers of the life-giving 
soil becpueathed or falling into their 
hands in the order of Providence, and 
transmitted to their children a ruined, 
to worthless inheritance of land. On 
this point it may not be amiss to pub- 
lish the experiments made in Germany 
by Dr. Weiske and several other 
savans, showing that the stubble and 
roots left iu the earth by crops that 
have been harvested, add to the soil 
much more nutritive value than is 
commonly supposed. These experi- 
ments fully explain the great value of 
clover as a preparatory crop for wheat, 
and for all other crops that are not 
manured with nitrogen potash and 
phosphates. The clover of a singlo 
acre has boon found to leave nitrogen 
enough for 11(J bushels of wheat, 
phosphoric acid enough for 114 bush- 
els, and potash enough for 78 bushels. 
Moreover, it is found that most of this 
valuable material is left in the best 
possible condition for used. Whether 
the nitrogen of the clover comes 
wholly or partly from the soil, or from 
the air, it is certainly taken from a 
condition in which it is of little uso to 
most crops, and is converted into an 
available one, so that practically the 
clover is a creator of nitrogen in the 
soil, as it is also an efficient purveyor of 
potash and phosphoric acid.— "Rural 
Sun." 

Says the Sctenti/io American: Tf mos- 
quitoes and other bloodsuckers infest 
our sleepingrooms at night, we uncork 
a bottle of the oil of penny royal, and 
these animals leave in great haste, nor 
will thoy return so lon^ as tlio air in 
tlio room is loaded with the fumes of 
the aromatic herb. If rats enter the 
cellar, a little powdered potash, thrown 
in their holes or mixed with meal 
their runways, never fails to drive 
them away. Cayenne pepper will keep 
. tlio buttery and ttoreroom free from 
** ants and cockroaches. If a mouso 
makes an entrance into any pail of your 
dwellinga,aaturate a rag with cayenne 
in solution, and stuff it. into the hole, 
which can then bo repaired with either 
wood or mortar. No cat or mouse will 
oat that rag for the purpose of opening 
communication with a depot of sup- 
plies . 

More Light on Napoleon. 

Madame Conneau, the foster sister 
and lifelong friend of Napoleon III., 
has deposited in the ai chives of the 
National Library at Paris a package of 
documents that may throw light into 
the subterranean passages of Earopoan 
history. In her will it was provided 
that tlio letters to her, beginning when 
ho was only seven years old and ending 
with one written two months before 
y Iuh death, should bo placed in the 
library, and that the seals of tho 
pucket containing them should remain 
unbrokou for ten years.

A New Use fob Ikon. — One of tho 
most incomprensiblo discoveries — if it 
bo true, which is questionable — that 
wo have ever encountered is announced 
in a recent French Journal by M. 
Massie. He says that tho more intro- 
duction of an iron bar, in the box iu 
which hurley, rice, bran, biscuit and 
like farinaceous mnto»alo mc nuned, is 
sufficient to prevent either tho ravages 
of decay or tho attacks of insects. Full 
details of tho experimental investiga- 
tion aro given. An iron bar three 
pounds iu weight is reputed to have 
protected forty gallons of grain, and 
certain biscuits in excellent condition, 
while others, under like circumstances, 
but without tho iron, woro totally des- 
troyed by iveevils. — Iron World.

Ottawa, Oct. 9.— Major-General 
Smyth and Captain Selby Smyth, A. 
D. C, arrived Lore this morning on 
their return from England. 

Information has been received from 
Liout.Gov. Morris to the effect that 
he has satisfactorily completed the 
new treaty with the Indians of tho 
Saskatchewan. 

Toronto, Oct. 8. — Lord and Lady 
Dufferin arrived on Saturday after- 
noon. They were met at the Union 
Station by tho Lieut. -Governor and 
Hon. 0. Mowat, and driven to the 
Government House, where they are 
stopping. No ceremony was observed. 
Their Excellencies start to-morrow 
for Philadelphia unattended. Their 
suite went on to Ottawa yesterday 
evening. This morning their Excel- 
lencies wore present at the service in 
St. James' Cathedral, occupying the 
Hon. W. P- Howlaud's pew. Dean 
Grassett preached. 

Touonto, Oct. 0.— Lord Dufferin 
started alono this morning for Phila- 
delphia per Great Western Railway 
and' New York Railway, while Her 
Excellency proceeded to the Capital. 

Tho now Domesday Book credits 
Lord Dufferin with tho rent roll of 
£21,0-13 sterling a year. 

Montreal, Oct. 9.— A great deal of 
scandal has been oaused by the conduct 
of certain parties in this city, who 
move in a high social circle,and which 
has resulted in a gentleman being 
obliged to take proceedings for the 
separation from his wife, and to suo a 
former male friend in $50,000 damages. 
Mr. George Frothingham Johnston 
is the name of tho aggrieved party, and 
ho has taken proceedings for separa- 
tion, as to bed and board, against his 
wife.Dame Charlotte Elsoy McArthur, 
as well as an action of damages for 
$50,000 against Mr. H. J. Fish, a 
wealthy American resident of this city 
for the last two years. 

It is reported that coal has been 
found at Pembina Mountain at a 
depth of seventy feet from the surface. 

The Minister of Public Works has 
prohibited the running of Sunday 
trains on the Intercolonial. The prac- 
tice was very offensive to the people 
along tho line. 

Montreal, Oct. 8.— Sir John Keane 
und Lady Keane, of Ireland, are in 
town. 

Halifax, Oct. 9. — Another post- 
office robbery has occurred here. On 
the 22nd ult. two money packages 
wero posted in tho Halifax office; one 
containing $1,268, sent by tho Mon- 
treal Bank to the Bank of Yarmouth, 
the other containing $1,000 from the 
People's Bank to the Exchange Bank 
of Yarmouth. They never reached 
Yarmouth, and no trace of tho money 
haB yet been discovered. 

[Per Steamship Dakota.] 
Ottawa, Oct. 7. — A curious plot has 
been exposed here recently. It appears 
that certain tenderers for Section 15, Cana- 
da Pacific Railway, put their tenders to- 
gether to form a syndicate with tho ob- 
joct of retiring the lowest teodera, one 
after the other, till they got it up to a 
good paying figure, all of thoui sharing 
tho profits if the plot succeeded. The 
Premier discovered their gams arid block- 
ed it. 

Tbe rumour of Mr. Kenneth Macken- 
zie's appointment as a County Court 
Judge was, it, appears, correct. 

Hamilton, Oct. 10.— The body of the 
young man Wyuyard, teller in tlio Bank 
of Montreal, who has been missing for 
the last two weeks, was found this morn- 
ing in the woods, between Brown's wharf 
and Wellington Square. Lust week, sev- 
eral articles of clothing, covered with 
blood, belonging to the deceased, were 
found about one hundred yards from the 
Jake, and it was supposed ho had placed 
^iietii there us a ruse to cover his defalca- 
tion iu the bank. No efforts were made to 
discover Lis whereabouts. Yesterday af- 
ternoon an umbrella, revolver and bat 
belonging to him were found not far off. 
This morning the Chief of Police and a 
number of the force and friends of the 
deceased went out and scoured the woods. 
After considerable difficulty, they found 
the body in a decomposed state la a swale, 
about three quarters of a milo from tho 
clothes that were iirst found. Deceased 
had shot himself in his month. Dr. 
White, Cororuor, is holding an inquest, on 
tho body this evening. 

English Mail, 



(Per steamer Noith Pacific.) 

Tho thrifty Mr. Samuel Smiles, who 
turns out books in a perfect cascade, 
has been making an aphorism. "Tho.so

Mr. Scott, an iron merchant of Ed 
inburgh, having roceivod an order for

have them made in England.

Tho works 
aro already in . op oration ; and as tho 
steel is guaranteed fully equal to 
Shofliold make, tho heavy protective 
duties will bo wholly evaded. 

A dreadful tragedy is reported from 
Liverpool. Mrs.. Morris, widow of a 
teller in the North-Western Bank, 
Liverpool, resided with her iiour chil- 
dren iu Fairkolui road, Crosby. Sho 
got up early iu tho morning, and 
taking a revolver she fired first at her 
eldest child, a girl about thirteen, and 
shot her dead; then at tho secondjchild, 
about two years younger, killing her 
also. Sho next discharged a shot at 
tho third child, and wounded her, and 
afterwards iirod at the fourth, hut the 
little thing ran away and so escaped 
tho shot. Tho wretched women lastly 
discharged a barrel into her own head 
and inflicted injuries which itisoxpoct- 
ed will result fatally. The governess 
was aroused by tho reports of the 
pistol and hurried to the room, but when 
she got there tho whole of the terrible 
work was completed. Mrs.. Morris is 
supposed to have been deranged, as 
it is understood sho was troubled by 
soino pecuniary matters, and sho felt 
the death of her husband very much. 
Latterly, however, sho appeared to bo 
regaining her health and spirits. 
Sho had tried to purchaso prussic acid 
at a chemist's before tho catastrophe, 
but was unsuccessful. 

The "Daily Telegraph" reports that 
an extraordinary case of suicide has 
taken place at Hnywnrd's Heath. A 
railway porter, while in a stato of de- 
lirium, ato nearly the whole of a nows- 
paper, and died from suffocation. 

Mr. Bradlaugh and Mrs. Bcsaut 
havo been lecturing at Congleton 
under the auspices of what is known as 
tho Progressive Club. On Tuesday 
night Mrs. Besant lectured on freedom 
of thought and speech, Mr. Bradlaugh 
being in tho chair. The lecturer was 
proceeding to denounce Christianity, 
when one of tho audience shouted, 
"Put her out." Mr. Bradlaugh in- 
timated that tho first man who inter- 
rupted would be put out, wheroupon 
Mr. Burbury, a local tradesman and a 
well-known wrestler, invited Mr. 
Bradlaugh to attempt it. Mr. Brad- 
laugh at once loft the platform and 
closed with his opponent. They fell 
over a form together, snd a scufilo en- 
sued, and the oxcitemout in the room 
was intense. Tho supporters of Mr. 
Bradlaugh cheered, while thoir op- 
ponents hooted, and a crowd outside 
smashed tho windows of the building. 
Mr. Bradlaugh had succeeded in push- 
ing his antagonist half way down the 
room, when the latter was rescued by 
his friends and induced to retiro. 

Lord Salisbury has not been able 
yet to prevail upon the clergyman to 
accept the Bishopric of Calcutta. Where 
is the old apostolic spirit? 

The sea has beon rough in the Eng- 
lish channel, and on board the lug- 
crago steamer Queon, from Ostend to 
Queenborough ; there wore livo English 
racehorses that had been running on 
Continental courses. One that had 
wcu several races abroad was, with 
another, killed during tho voyage; a 
third died on tho way aoross, and a 
fourth on reaching Queenborough was 
no much injured that it wus killed at 
the pier. The horses were said to he 
worth £1,500 each. 

At the international potato exhibition 
in London rocently 'J, 000 dishes of 
"taties" were placed on the tables. 

It is feared by the friends of the 
late Geo.

Mr. Alderman Carter, a well known 
English Radical, — ex-M. P. for Leeds, 
has filed a petition in bankruptcy.

Talking of millionaires, says the 
Liverpool "Post" another New York 
celebrity iu that way, A. T. Stewart 
made a very lucky haul shortly before 
bis death. He was, in fact, on his 
death bed and was consulted by Di. 
Dale, of the Dale Silk Manufcturing 
Company, about the purchase of raw 
silk, which was then at a low price, 
but which there was reason to think 
would soon rise. Stewart and his 
firm invested $1, 000,000 at $3 25 per 
pound.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
The Paris correspondent of tho 
' 'Times" calls attention to the fact 
that sineo Russia's refusal of tho long ar- 
mistice she has beon face, to faco with 
Turkey, no other power having approach- 
ed Turkey; that by strange accord entire 
Europe has abandoned the fiction Vy 
which the discussion was carried on in 
tho name of Servia and Montenegro. By 
one of the most singular transformations 
in history Russia and Turkoy are at 
war when Europe is trembling at tho 
prospect of such a war. Turkey cannot 
abandon her magnificent Bulgarian pro- 
vince without committing suicide. 

The Post has information that Russia 
ordered the mobilization of tho corps do 
Arini which has headquarters at Warsaw. 
A dispatch from Belgrade states that tho 
Turkb captured Schlizwoz and has taken 
tho heights of Greoditin. 

Nkw Yokk, Oct. 21 — A special from 
London says England has decided to leave 
tho Ottoman empire to its fate. Sho will 
hold Constantinople to the last oxtromity, 
but the rest of the country can he divided 
up among whatever nations aro ablo to 
subduo and hold it. If Russia now cross 
es into the Balikano tho hour of Turkey 
iu Europe has come. England's plan now 
is to make Constantinople a second Gib- 
raltar, Her Majesty's Cabinet, Thursday 
night, resolved that the invasion of Tur- 
key by the Russians shall ho tho signal 
for tho occupation of Constantinople by 
80,000 men and movement of the whole 
fleet of ironclads in Besika Bay to tho 
Golden Horn to provide for such emer- 
gency. The transports will at once carry 
three corps of regulars to Malta, where 
enormous quantities of military stores 
and provisions have been accumulating 
for months past. - Should the non-belli- 
gerent powers, suoh as Germany, Austria 
and France, oppose this, Britain's policy 
will bo tho occupation of Egypt. This 
couroo i« rendered necessary by tho vital 
importance to Ureal ii; u-i,, n f" 4i 10 R n0 z 
Canal. Somo prominent Englishmen say 
the Khedive would be very willing to 
hold his title under tho sovereignty of 
tho English, much tho same as tho royal 
princes of India. Tho command of tho 
British troops in tho East hns been as- 
signed to Major General Sir Charles Wil- 
liams Duuhar Stavcly, K.C.B., an experi- 
enced Indian officer.

Minister of the Interior. 



The vaoancy in the Dominion Cabinet 
caused by the appointment of the hoa. 
Mr. Laird to tuo governorship of the 
Northwest territory, has been tilled by 
Mr. David Mills, member for Bothwell, 
who is called on to accept the portfolio of 
Miuistorof the Interior. Mr. Mills it 
will bo remembered was the mover of a 
resolution in the Commons to es.ininge 
the Senate, a motion which gave risj to 
an interesting and vigorous debate, llo 
is also author of a pamphlet on "The pre- 
sent and future aspects of Canada (18li9)" 
and of another entitled "The blunders of 
the Dominion Government (1871) in con- 
nection with tho North-west Teriitory." 
The portfolio which Mr. Mills has now 
accepted embraces the Superintendence 
of Indian affairs and the appointment is 
therefore one of some moment to this 
Province. The now Minister is describ- 
ed as a "liboral" and is reported to bo a 
very intimate friend of the lion. Minister 
of Justice, Mr. Blake. 

Hallway Statistics. 

A book of railway statistics issued by 
authority of the Minister of Public Works 
has reached us. It contains a very valua- 
ble map of the railway system of the East- 
ern Provinces which are becoming a per- 
fect network of lines. Tho volume also 
givoa tabular statements of the mileage, 
capital, cost, etc., of the various railways 
now in oporation and, in addition to this 
information itcontains inland revenue sta- 
tistics of Canada from July to December, 
1875. 

The "Tknedos" in a Tioht Place. — 
The British frigate Tenedos had a narrow 
escape near Tresmbntes, on tho northern 
extremity of the Gulf of Punas, on the 
20th of July. Tbo night was dark, with 
driving wind blowing, and tho vessel was 
Bailing eight to ten knots. Shortly after 
2:30 tho look-out man shouted "breakers 
ahead!" There was an immense rock 
close in front. Lieut. Graham, the officer 
of the watch, saw that before the vessel 
would come round she would be on the 
rock. Ho at once took the hold and des- 
perate course of attempting a passage be- 
tween the rock and the mainland. There 
was no knowledge of tho nature of the 
passage, which from stu-f to rock was only 
125 yards, Out after a period of intense 
suspense, the vossol swept through the 
narrow channel, clearing the rock by 
about 25 yards. The headland turned out 
to bo Cape Raper. 

Anm v.\r. of the Dakota.— The steam- 
ship Dakota, Capt. Morse, 'JO hours from 
San Francisco, arrived at 8 o'clock yester- 
' day morning. She experienced moderate 
weather throughout. Eleven cabin and 
'20 steerage passengers and 100 tons of 
cargo were brought for Victoria; also, 32 
cabin and 31 steerage passengers, 175 tons 
of cargo in transitu. Tin' Dakota sailed 
last evening for Paget Sound ports. 

Naval. — H. M. S. Amethyst has re- 
ceived orders to sail hence for Valparaiso 
immediately after the arrival of tho next 
mail steamer from Han Francisco. She 
will, therefore, leave' about the 5th prox- 
imo.' It is also stated that H. M. S. Re- 
pulse has boon ordered to sail for this 
staiion. ^

Montreal, Oct. 1st, 1870. 

Tho present cool weather has pretty 
well depopulated the seaside resorts, peo- 
ple are all Hocking back home.

CIO, 000 per annum. The Committee 
also recommend Unit the offer of Cun- 
ningham to pay £10,000 in satisfac- 
tion of claims under tho Hull and 
Forbes contract bo accepted." Messrs. 
Stout and Macandrow opposed tho 
modification, contending that if the 
coastal service were abandoned the 
contract should be dropped altogether. 
A day was fixed for further action on 
tho measure.

Septem- 
ber 18th, a man found the remains of two 
murderers who hud been been gibbeted 
:.n chains and buried forty years ago. 

Tho disaster to tho City of Melbourne, 
with the loss of a number of valuable 
racehorses, ami the wreck of the Dando- 
nong, with the loss of 57 lives, have onus- 
ed considerable sensation. All hopes of 
the Dandenong are now abandoned. 

Hawaiian Islands.
